Much has been said during the last 
few months concerning 
the 
rising 
generation. 
It has been discussed in 
numerous periodicals, and newspa­ 
pers throughout 
the 
country . 
The 
impetus, for these discussions is to 
be found in three articles that hav e 
appeared in the “ Atlantic Monthly .” 
Mrs. Cornelia A. P. Comer, a gradu­ 
ate of Vassal*, contributor of the At­ 
lantic, and a resident of Portland, 
Oregon, wrote an essay entitled “ The 
Rising Generation,” in which, she se­ 
v erely criticised the men and women 
of tomorrow’. Mrs. Anne Hard, a re­ 
cent graduate of Wisconsin Univ er­ 
sity , and the wife of a Chicago news­ 
paper man, replied with “ The Young­ 
er Generation, an Apologa,” in which, 
-lie 
endeav ored 
to 
v indicate 
our 
y oung women. The third article of the 
series was from the pen of Randolph 
Bourne, a sophomore 
in 
C olumbia 
¡Univ ersity , which he titled '’The Two 
Generations.” To the minds of many 
y oung people, this defense and ex ­ 
planation, by Mr. Bourne, depicted 
the situation, more as 
it really 
is. 
than either of the other two. 
Tjouis 
Howland, editor of the Indianapolis 
News, dev oted a recent “ Case and 
Comment” to “ The 
Rising 
Genera­ 
tion” in a most admirable manner. 
It is not the purpose or the intent of 
this composition to apply 
all 
that 
has been said for that would inv olv e 
a titanic task, but merely to speak 
of the rising generation, from 
the 
v iewpoint of one who is a member of 
it, as far as religion, morals, educa­ 
tion, and success in worldly life is 
believ ed to permeate it. 
Generations, like 
centuries, 
hear 
-imilar characteristics, hut y et 
are 
likely separated. The v ery theory of 
phy sical, religious, and moral ev olu­ 
tion demands a perpetual change in 
env ironment and ones self, and this 
necessitated us from being 
different 
from our fathers and mothers. 
The 
spirit 
of education is to erase old 
ideals, and create new ones, and to 
ex press it as Gov ernor Woodrow Wil­ 
son ex pressed it in his recent politi­ 
cal speech in Indianapolis: “ I under­ 
stand the business of the univ ersity 
to he to make y oung gentlemen just 
as undifferent from their fathers as 
possible. 
I understand it to be to 
regenerate the generation; 
to take 
them away from the 
prejudice 
of 
their fathers and lay 
before 
them 
anew the map of life which men had 
trav eled generation through genera­ 
tion, making their own fortunes un­ 
assisted by prev ious generations, ex ­ 
cept in so far as the ex perience of 
prev ious generations 
had 
afforded 
them a standard of conduct; so that

Civ ic pride 
should 
meet the

ment. 
Cities 
that

arts hav e held nearly supreme sway . 
While most of us are specializing in 
science, we realize that the arts and 
science should go arm in arm, hand 
in hand, and that in time they will. 
The arts sy mbolical qf the ideal and 
the theoretical, and science sy mboli­ 
cal of the practical, are both necssi- 
ties. And, like labor and capital, one 
cannot ex ist without the other. 
We 
realize that since the arts hav e had 
the performance for so long a time, 
that it is in a way just, that science 
shall hav e her turn, but we sincerely 
believ e that the education of a true 
balancing nature, will some time in 
the future, become prev alent. 
Will 
we 
be 
successful 
in life? 
That surely is crucial question. 
It 
has been more or less the custom to 
measure success from a pecuniary 
v iewpoint, 
but we 
will 
join 
with 
Henry Water-on in say ing that sue- 
ee„ -« in life is measured —or ough^to 
be measured—by happiness. If hap­ 
piness is to constitute the measure, 1 
believ e we will be successful, for we 
know how to be happy , and to that 
does all education tend.
